AKT EDUCATION. 

Dr. Qallaudet, from the committtio 
on order of business, submitted his 
report, announcing jiapers on art edu- 
cation for the deaf, by Miss Qridith, 
of the JackBou/illo (III.) Institution. 
MiBB OrifTitli assumed that art was for 
tbo benefit of all, like education, and 
teachers must be careful to investigate 
the aptitude of pupils for difficult stu- 
dios, tbo eye being the instrument 
tlirougb which inBtruclion must given 
to tho ileaf. Tbo importanco of writ- 
ing as an element of tuition and art 
c«n. advantageously utilized in the for- 
mation of character. Thorough train- 
ing in drawing is an essential to success 
in tho dovelopraont of tbo mental fa- 
culties or success in industrial pur- 
suits, and lossons should be comtnonc- 
ed as early as practicable. Miss Grif- 
(itb continued with a recitation of tho 
Buocess of art instruction at tho insti- 
tution with which she is connected. 
])r. Groenborger, of Now York, follow- 
ed with a puper on the improved me- 
thoda of instruction of deaf mutes, dis- 
cussing |)artieularly the moat snit.tblo 
occupations for doaf-muleB, and claim- 
ing that industrial art offers tho more 
attractive and remunerative field for 
IboBo thus omicted. Designers who 
are being employed in carpet manu 
fnctoriop, crockery boiiscB and other 
artistic works wore reported as doing 
well without exception, and both soxob 
participating tbo advantages. Draw- 
ing bo characterized ns spocially im- 
portant in tbo prep.iration for any ar- 
tistic trade by which the deaf-mute 
can 1)0 made "elf supporting and a 
useful member of society. Chemistry 
is another field in which deaf-nuitoa 
must bo induced to try their fortunes, 
and positions as chemistB can as well 
be filled by mules aB others, and one 
is now earning $.'">, 000 per annum. 
Tboy can also become onginoora and 
rnachiniHts, and tho doctor mentioned 
caBOH where unites have boon skillful 
maohinisls by observation alone, and 
without a regular course of inHlruc- 
lion. He believed that all deaf mutes, 
either boys or girls, can be greatly 
benefited by instruction in industrial 
drawing. 

Prof. Edward A. Spring, of Chauta- 
qiia, N. Y., spoke of clay and pottery 
as iiB element in inBtruclion after tho 
manner of Froobel. DeafniuteB can 
roally be adepts in the work of model- 
ing objeclH, and the field of usefulnoBB 
must undoubtedly bo widened. 

<;LAS8IKK)ATI0N of rUPILB. 

In tho classification wbicb followed, 
Prof. Noyes objected to the claBsifiea 
tion of certain pupils as "idiots," and 
cited an inBtancc of a lad onco in his 
cliorge who was unable to write even 
tbo word " dog." Tbo boy, however, 
would go to the blackboard and first 
describe circles with chalk, which soon 
OflBiimod the form of a bicycle, and he 
Boon learned to draw horses, dogs, 
etc, on the board. His powers of il 
lufltralion had been excoptionaily 
'.!!." J ''.".""'!"! *^''*^'" ""'■ on the board, and the pro- 
foBHor bad .loclinod to send the boy 
to the school for imbocileH. The abili- 
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ty to teach in the lower class of deaf- 
mutes he considered a most important 
iiualitication for teachers. 

Dr. Gallnudot, of New York, recoin 
mended tho e.veicise of groat care in 
tho classifying pupils aa " imbeciles," 
and Dr. Pool, of New York, coincided 
emphatically, because the hearing chil- 
dren can learn through a thousand 
sources, while the deaf is confined to 
one. The natural sign-language can 
be used in mental itislruction in art, 
and the hand and eye can bo used in 
the expression of thonght, opening 
now possibilities to tho mute. Dr' 
Gillett, of Illinois, acknowledged his 
ignorance of pure art, but believed 
tliat mechanical drawing was exceed- 
ingly important. He thought, bow- 
ever, that a good shoemaker was a 
more useful citizen than a poor d')ctor 
or a noiiiadie artist, and tho main 
point is to make good men and good 
women. TIk^ proportion of deaf-nuitoa 
who can make a livelihood in mechani- 
cal oocu|)atioiis is very large, because 
their language is one of form, and 
they must be received with services 
from necessity than their more fortu- 
nate brothers and wslers. Their op- 
portunities ihiough mechaiiicil draw- 
ings are larger than we suppose, audit 
promises g'roater results for all while 
this condition of deafness remains. 
Everything that can be done to com- 
pensate a child for this misfurtuuo 
should bo done, and ho considered one 
of the greatest conipeiisatioiis the pro 
liciency in art or mechanicul know- 
lodge. 

Dr. I'eet, of New York, spoko of 
the ability of a young lady, a former 
pupil of liis, to recite the social history 
of her pchool pictorially, a history 
more interesting and amusing than the 
written could possibly be. 

The (juestion of salaries for te.achers 
in drawing was next discn8.sed, the ma- 
jority conceding that drawing should 
bo an independent, but noj, controlling 
dopartment in each institution, the 
benefits of which should bo made ap- 
parent without delay to each board of 
trustees in the country. Though de- 
prived of oral speech, said Prof. Swi- 
ler, tbo deafmuto pupils can not be 
justly classed as deftM3tivo, and aro 
competent to do bettor work th.-m 
those more blessed. The study of 
lines and forms quicken the percep- 
tions .and broailons views in everv di- 
rection. Dr. Qreonberger again re- 
verted to his theory thot it would be 
utterly futile to attempt the corver 
sion of all pupils into anists as it 
would bo to convert them into poets. 
Diversified mechanical employments 
offer more certain remuneration than 
mere art work, for which comparative- 
ly few aro (pialified and fitted by na- 
tural endowments. The discussion 
was continued by I'rofs. S. T. Walker, 
I'biladelphia, Jlathoson, of Ontario, 
and Dr. Greonberger, who mentioned 
cases where their former pupils wore 
doing well as shoemakers, carpenters, 
machinists, tbo salaries rceoivod rang 
ing from $4 to $2.5 ])er wook, with $8 
per week as the average compensation. 
Some competent chomists, however, 
were receiving much larger salaries. 
Prof. Maclntyro, of Pennsylvania, tes- 
tified that the larger jiortion of bis 
pupils were making independent sup- 
port by the simpler arts of employ- 
ments of life, and nine tenths of those 
who aro now successful, wore those 
who had been taught tbo habit of 
manual labor of some sort — the sim- 
l>le mechanical occupations. 

Sujierintendenl Swilor, of Wiscon- 
ain, offered the following resolutions: 



superintenctonts of tbo deaf and dumb 
institutions to the .aurist ; that the 
aurists .iie frequently compelled to 
transfer new cises" to (be toacbeis of 
tho institutions. Careful dissections 
have shown that the mind of the mute 
is :is capable of receiving and retain- 
ing aa much intellectual instruction as 
that of the hearing associate; so long 
as the child inherits tho diseases or in- 
firmities of parents, so long will there 
be material for the asylums. After a 
time the person who loses bearing will 
lose speech, and llio number of mutes 
differ in different countries — deafness 
being more common in mountain dis- 
tricts. Dr. Fulton statod the follow- 
ing facts in support of the latter 
theory. The number of mutes on the 
continent to every 10,000 is 7.75; in 
the Netherlands ami Belgium the 
number is 3.35 ; in Switzerland, the 
number is 24.5 ; in .Vmeriea, the num- 
ber is 8 82. The predominating caus- 
es of deafness are diseases of the mid- 
dle and external ear, of v.arious na- 
tures, destroying the function of bear 
ing before the victim i^able to imitate 
speech. There is no change in the 
larynx observable which can be re- 
garded as a cause for the loss of 
speech in the younger class of pupils, 
and the intermarriage of mutos is 
credited with the responsibility for 25 
per cent for cases of congenital trou- 
bles. Acquired deafness is not as 
common as that arising from heredi- 
tary causes ; but tho predominating 
cause must bo ascertained by future 
and searching investigation. 

Rev. Job Williams spoke of tbo 
prevalence of deafness at Martha's 
Vineyard, with a papulation of only 
3,000, nttribiiting it to the frequent 
intermarriage of relatives. 

R. P. S. Dunne, of Buffalo, was 
oalled upon, and responded briefly 
with a sketch of work in the deaf- 
mute institutions of that city, especial 
ly of the Catholic, with -vliich bo is 
connected. This 1ms sixteen pupils; 
the girls exhibited greater proficiency 
in mental work, while tlio boys seemed 
to' have a natural adaptation for man- 
ual employmeiil, the plan being to re- 
move pupils to satisfactory points in 
the couuh-y. 



Ihehr conclusions, .as did the principals 
and teachers. Prof. Bell, inventor of 
the lolepbouo, an affable black haired, 
black - whiskered, black - eyed, and 
strongly built man of middle ago, 
made his appearance during the dis- 
cusfiion, and nuggestod a division of 
tho topic, but the question remained 
unsettled as it did at the Northamp- 
ton Conference in 1880. Prof. Bell 
closed the discussion with an expres- 
sion of astonishment, because speech 
h.ad been spoken of by Dr. Gallaudet 
as of minor value. Speech ho con- 
sidered of supreme consequence, .and 
spoke from jwrsonal experience. His 
wife was deaf, and spoke more im- 
ferfectly than either of the former pu- 
pils who had addressed the conference, 
but was now able to superintend the 
transaction of the business of every- 
day life. The pupil enabled to speak 
would be considered more as a foreign- 
er than one afflicted, and favorable 
exjieriments muet be continued at any 
cost. 



iii'sohtil. That it is the sentiment of this con- 
ference that the importance of art instruction, 
as related to the fiindamenlAl i)rincipals of de- 
coration, for deaf-mntoH, is such tliat systematic 
instruction in drawing is demanded ; aiid that il 
Is recommended that In all cases when it is prnc- 
tioablo, special teachers in drawing l>e employed. 

The resolution was temporarily laid 
on tbo table for further discussion. 
Messrs. Williams, of Hartford, Crou- 
ter, of Philadelphia, and Hammond, 
of Iowa, wore appointed as a special 
eommitteo (ui publications, to whom 
all papers shall be referred hereafter, 
and the conference took a rest until 
2:30. At 7,30 o'clock on Friday (to- 
morrow) evening a special service in 
the interest of church work among 
deaf nuitos, will be bold in tho cathe- 
dral, when oddressos will be made by 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, of Now York, and 
llov.

Dr. J. F. Fulton, of St. Paul, road 
a paper on the cause of deafness, 
wbicb pertained lo the rolatiouehip of 



TRADES I'OK I)E.\F-MC TES. 

The best and most remunerative 
trades for doaf mutos were next de- 
scribed. Dr. Mclntyre, of the West- 
ern Pennsylvania Institution, recom- 
mending sboemaking, carpenter work, 
etc., for tho boys, and needle work for 
tbo gills, all of which, to a certain 
extent, being also an intellectual 
culture, in fixing attontion without de- 
tracting from the efficiency of the 
school. Proper regular employment 
at intervals had also improved tho 
physical nature of the pupils. Mr. 
Simpson, a miite from Dakota, asked 
who sb.all decide what trade a boy 
sh.all learn, to which Dr. Mclntyre re 
plied that the question can not be 
properly answered by anyone without 
mutual consultation between tho pa- 
rents, the teacher and the pupil. I'u- 
pils loarn trades at institutes ond 
abandon them afterward, but they do 
not forget the habits of industry and 
application. Fourteen years was re- 
commended as the laboring age, and 
younger pupils should be permitted to 
alternate, properly between atndy and 
play. 

President Mott thought the boIoc- 
lion of a trade should b« governed by 
the neccoBBitios of particular localities. 
Prof. Noyes spoke a good word for 
those of bis pui>il8 who had entered 
shoo and cooper snops and were now 
self-supporting, the character of the 
workmanship being very highly com 
mended. Dr. Gillett", of Illinois, 
spoke of kindergartens for children 
and schools for manual training in 
the larger cities of tho country, recog- 
nizing the fact .that the physical na- 
ture of man h.as something good in it, 
and that manual .training is as honora- 
ble as the tuition of Yale and Havard. 
without the disgrace of hazing. Se- 
lections must bo made according to 
the circumstances of individual cases, 
but a trade will not hurt anybody. 

Prof. Williams, of New Haven, said 
trades were taught as an aid in form- 
ing habits of industry at tbo institu- 
tion, but working students Lad receiv- 
ed the beat opportunities in his sec- 
tion. 

Miss Fuller, of Boston, spoke of 
the imiwrtance of a tr.ade as a prepara- 
tion for pursuits. Siiporintendont 
Matbisou, of Ontario, closed tbo dis- 
cussion with an argument in favor of 
providing trades for the girls. 

niK PRACTICAL VALUK OF ART1CUI.ATI0N

FARiBAur.T, July 11. — Tbc third 
day's session .of the national confer- 
ence of principals of institutions for 
deaf-mutes was called to order at 9:30 
o'clock by President Mott, and, after 
jirayer by Rev. W. Shephard, of the 
IVvxas Institution, Prof. Swilor of 
Wisconsin, from tho committee on en- 
rollment, reported a number of addi 
tioual membera present at the con- 
ference, showing materially increased 
attendance. 

METHODS OF KD0CAT1ON. 

Rev. Job Williams, of the American 
asylum, Hartford, read a paper treat- 
ing of the different methods of educat- 
ing the deaf, tbo point of bis argument 
being that instruction should be given 
to deaf-mute pupils according to thoir 
intellectual capacity, be it much or 
little. Tho merits of the or.al, man- 
u.al and combined methods of instruc- 
tion were considered at some length, 
the review being interspersed with 
numerous written illustrations of the 
proficiency attained under each system, 
and the preference of the speaker 
being given to the combined method, 
which embraced instruction both by 
signs and speech. Rev. Williams sug- 
gested, in conclusion, that capable 
pupils in frequent iibStances bad suffer- 
ed the consequence of a defective sys- 
tem. Miss Fuller of Boston stated 
that no deaf child had ever been re- 
fused admission into the Mann school 
on the ground of mental deficiencies. 

Prof. Bell spoke of tho importance 
of statistical information concerning of cases falling under Prof. Bell's' per 



Race." After discussing the laws of 
heredity, attr.action, natural selection, 
etc.. Prof. Bell referred to tho fro- 
quency of family names among the 
pupils of the older institutions for the 
deaf in the country. 

Tlic number of names, including three or more 
recurring surnames at Eastern InstitntionB, is 63 
|>or cent, of tlic total. According to the latest 
statistics obtained, there aro at least 10,000 
familiea with deaf-mute members, and in 1880 
there were 83.870 deaf-mutes in the United 
States, of which lialf were congeuitally deaf. 
'I'he proportion of those having deaf relatives is 
much llargor among the congouital than uon- 
oongcnital, and tho recurrence of numerous 
8\iruame8 among the pupils of voi-y manv institu- 
tions for the deaf and dumb renders it highlv 
proljably that a coii.siderable proportion of the 
ucaf-niutes of the country belong to families con- 
taining more than one deaf-mute, and hence 
possess lureditiuy tendencies to deafness, lie- 
l>orts of tho American Asylum at Hartford up to 
1877 show that of 2,10fi pupils admitted to that 
institution, nearly 38 jxir cent, were known to 
have deaf-mi\to relatives. Tho signillcance of 
this bworaes more apiiarent when we find that in 
tho majority of these oases the pupils had more 
than one relative doaf and dumb, while in a few 
ca-es fifteen deaf-mute relatives were record- 
ed. Other tables show that out of 5,823 deaf- 
mutes, t.aken from dilTerent parts of tho c<iuntrv, 
no less than 1,7111, or 211'j, iwr cent, wore known 
to have relatives deaf or dumb. If this popula- 
holds for tho whole countr.v, the United 8tato.s 
must have about 12.000 doaf-mutes who Vielong 
to families containing more than one deaf-nnite. 
The oomiHindium of tho Tentli t'ensus of tho 
t'liitcd States shows that there were living in thi.i 
country on tho first of June, 1880, no less than 
,")3,S"8 deaf-nuites, and that more tlian ono-half 
were congenitally deaf. Itov. Pi-od D. Wines, of 
.Taoksonville, gives the results of an analysis of 
22,472 cases from tho census, from which" it ap- 
pears that ■•' l ar 5i.l i>er cent, were re- 
ported as . deaf, and 10,318 or 45 9 

percent, wi;, .; ; to have lost their hearing 

after birth. If those figures aro ai)nlied to the 
total mentioned in the compcndiimi of the census, 
there aro probably 18,318 cnigonital and 1,').,'),')0 
nonoongenital deat-nuitos in tho United States. 
Those congenitally deaf are apt to transmit deaf- 
ness to doscendaute. If to tho estiraate<i number 
of deaf-mutes who have relatives deaf and dumb,

1,080, or 19 per cent, were recordo<I to 1 
ried, and tho examination of other rn.i 
vinced Prof. Hell that alconsiderablc portion of 
deaf children admitted to institutions marry. Tho 
proportion of the doaf and dumb who niiuTied 
deaf -mutes at tour leading institutions is shown 
as follows: Totftl admitted, l,08'.i; total uiairied, 
580, or 78.G per cent, of tho above. The parent- 
age at the Illinois and Indiana institutions was 
larger than at others, 87.3 per cent, respectively, 
and the indications aro that of the deaf and 
dumb who marry the proportion who marry deaf- 
mutes has steadily increased. It is evident from 
a comp.irison of all the tables tliat of the deaf- 
mutes who marry at the present time, not less 
than 80 per cent, marry deaf-mutes, wliilo of 
those'whoj marrie<i during the early half of the 
I ■ utury, the proixirtiou who married 

was nuioh sm;^llor. Tho records do 
ii I reliable statistics showing to what ex- 

lent congenital deaf-mutes or pei-sons sliowing 
hercditai-y tendencies toward deafness inter- 
marry. 

Prof. Hell concluded that deafness 
must inevitably increase until tho doaf- 
mutes become a distinct type or ele- 
ment of ponulation. In the majority 



for the deaf and dumb should abandon 
severe discipline and endeavor to win 
tho love of pupils. If punishment is 
unavoidable, let it be done in private. 
Institutions must be conducted for the 
benefit of inmates, and not bo used as 
comfortable retreats for the principals. 
At tho conclusion of Prof. Turton's 
paper the conference .adjourned until

mental development among deaf- 
mutes, .and proceeded with an argu- 
for instruction. Children should bo 
familiarized with the English lan- 
guage, and ho believed that too little at- 
tention is paid in schools to instruc- 
tion in written and articulated lan- 
guage. The oral schools, iuhis opi- 
nion, had spread as much adv.ance- 
ment among the pupils as bad been 
attained under tbo combined system 
approved by llev. Williams in his pa- 
per. The latter disclaimed any inten- 
tion to dispar.ago the importanco of 
oral instruction, and Miss Fuller ob- 
jected to tho char.icterization of any 
portion of deaf-mnte children as idiota 
and imbeciles, and tho use of these 
terms had been scrupnlously prohibi- 
ed at the Institution with which she is 
connected. Secretary Croutei-, of tbo 
Pennsylvania institute, gave a history 
of an examination in tho oral depart- 
ment of that institution, with a view 
of ascertaining the capacity of ■ deaf- 
mutes for obtaining a knowledge of 
language. There were seventy five 
pupils in the school instructed by nine 
teachers, and of tho congenital pupils 
there were but few capable of under- 
standing language, and articulated 
with difficulty. They also seemed 
very deficient in mathematias and 
geography, but readily oomprohend- 
ed iutoirogatories and gave intolligint 
answera when the sign language was 
used. 

Dr. Gillette, of Illionis, spoke warm- 
ly for improved instruction, some- 
thing better than FiUgland, France or 
Germany has yet given us. We need 
•facts, and for one, the speaker desired 
esnocially to know, whether pupils 
referred to in Prof. Williams' paper 
had been educated under similar con- 
ditions, believing as he did, that the 
deaf had no language except gesture. 
There ip articulation for tbo.se who 
hear, but as all cannot bo made to 
hear, gesture becomes the dernier res- 
sort. The disouseion was cut short by 
tho chairman.

sonal observation, when a deaf mute 
was married lo a hearing person, the 
hearing person belougeti to a family 
containing deaf-mutes, and this is signi- 
ficant in tlie light of the deduced results. 
Dr. Harvey P. Poet finding that the 
brothers and sisters of a deaf mnte aro 
as liablB^o have deaf mute children as 
the deaf-mute himself, suppcsing each 
to marry into families that h.ave not 
shown a predisposition of deaf dumb- 
ness. The total number of deaf mutes 
in tbo country, according to the recent 
census, is 33,878, which gives a pro 
portion of one deaf unite to every 
1,500 of the population. If, then, the 
proportion of deaf-mutes originating 
among tho deaf mutes waa no greater 
than in the commnnity at large, they 
would constitute only one in 1,800 of 
the deafmuto population. In other 
words, we should have only twenty- 
three deaf-mutes in tho Fnitod States 
who aro themselves the children of 
deaf mutes. Tho returns from institu- 
tions, however, show thai no less than 
l).218 such children have already been 
admitted as pupils into thirty-six 
institutions of tho country, but the 
number does not express the total, 
and tbo conclueion is unavoidable that 
the proportion of doaf«iuut9 offspring 
born of deaf-mute marri.ages is many 
times greater than the proportion 
born to the peoi)le at largo. 

Dr. Poet, of New York, next dis- 
cussed the value of symbols, in for- 
mulating propositions, "and especially 
in teaching grammar to tlie dijaf and 
dumb, demonstrating bis theory on 
the blackboard with a series of sym- 
bols, which cannot bo iulelligently re- 
produced in ft papor. Edward A., 
Spring, sculptor of Perth Amboy, N. 
J., illustrated his system of cl.ay mo- 
delling. • which dates from tho cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia, .and which the 
author cl.aims can be converted into a 
valuable aid :\i i'^-^'Mntiona of learn- 
ing.

FARiBAutT, July 12.— Owing to an 
unexpected change in the progrjunmo 
arr.auged on Friday afornoon, the con- 
forenco of princials and teachers of in- 
stitutions for deaf-mutes reassembled 
at 9 : 30 o'clock this morning. 

Prior to the opening of the confer- 
once a group view of tho members was 
taken by a photographer, the ladies 
and gentlemen- being located on the 
west side of tho building. Order was 
called at 9 : 30 o'clock by Prof. Mathi- 
son of Ontario, in the absence of Presi- 
dent Mott, and a sign prayer waa 
offered by Rev. Job Turner a mission- 
ary at large, the subsequent proceed 
ings being interpreted by Superinten- 
dent Hammond of the Iowa Institu- 
tion. Prof. Swiler reported the names 
of tho honorary members from Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin, .and Dr. Gallau- 
det, of Washington, chairman of tho 
committee on order of business, out- 
lined tbo exercises for the day. Prof, 
(ireenbergor of New York, .a'ddressod 
the conference briefly, (with Prof. 
Wostorvclt acting as interpreter) be- 
ing practically an apology for tho use 
of an expression in his remarks in f.avor 
of the oral system, which has been ac- 
cepted as evidence of want of sym- 
pathy for those who had unfortunate- 
ly been deprived of speech. He did 
not mean to say or intimate that abili- 
ty or work were wanting in deaf mutes, 
and if he believed that certain varieties 
of instruction bad not accomplished all 
expected of them, instructors and pu 
pils were not lo blame for Iho failures. 
Superintendent Williaius of Hartford, 
expressed gratification at tho explana- 
tion offered by Mr. Greonberger, and 
the latter stated as a consolation to his 
hearers, who had taken offence at some 
statement containe«l in bis annual re- 
ports, that while 800 copies of his re 
port bad been published under direc- 
tion of the New York legislature, to 
his positive knowledge not more than 
two persons had ever read bis reports, 
and under those circumstances bo m.ay 
have been lees careful in his nlnvi«. - 
ology than he should have bee;

The 
lolal nnniber of deaths In Mftrs»'llles since 
tlie I'pidemii! nppeareil lsH7l. The cholern 
at Arlis is becoming serlium. 'I'he disease 
has now appeared In Madrid. The Pope has 
given ao.nOOC. and President (Irevy ]0,000f, 
liiv the relief of the cholera HiilTorf>rs."

The Independence D.ay celebra- 
tion began and ended a success in 
Keokuk, Iowa. The weather was all 
that could be desired. Expectancy 
ran very high. The city was decorat- 
ed with thousand* of flags, and looked 
very gay indeed. Thousands of people 
from Iowa, Illinois and Missouri, pour- 
ed into the city to swell tho groat 
crowd. Early iu the morning tho can- 
nons boomed, the bells tolled, and an 
innumerable number of firecrackers 
added serenade to fusilade, and tho 
great celebration began in earnest. 

First came tho horribles, dressed in 
clownish dresses with masks on horse- 
backs. Then followed the grand in- 
dustrial par.ade. The merchants and 
manufacturers and business men made 
it a groat success. The floats woro all 
beautiful, novel and tastily arranged 
and decorated. 

The juvenile band from Prairie City, 
Iowa, composed partly of boys 'and 
partly of young girls, was a beautiful 
and interesting attraction. 

At the city park other exerciags 
were carried out, such as an oration, 
by Hon. Clark, and reading of the De 
claratiou of Independence by Miss 
Timberman. Then followed foot races, 
wheel-barrow races, velocipede or bi- 
cycle races and baseball playing. At 
noon a large number of colored paper 
balloons with Japanese fireworks were 
sent up skyward, which was a beauti- 
ful sight. The grand display of fire- 
works began toward night, and an im- 
mense throng gathered around the lo- 
cation to witness tho pyrotechnics, 
which was to conclude tho day's cele- 
bration. This celebration was witness- 
ed and enjoyed by all the mutes of the 
city and a fow from abroad.

Eternity is reaping a large crop of 
deaf-mutes, and we may have another 
one to record as follows :

No. 10, 
was coming into Earlham from the 
west when the engineer saw tlio man 
walking down the track towards the 
train. He blew the whistle, supposing, 
of course, that Robinson would get out 
of the way, until it was too late for 
him to escape. As tho engine ran him 
down, be uttered a piercing shriek 
that the engineer s.ays ho never expects 
to forget. Tho unfortunate man was 
thrown (juite a distance, and when 
picked up bo was found to have both 
legs broken and a deep gash cut over 
his left eye. The train was stopped 
and Robinson taken into Earlham, and 
Dr. Uanawalt summoned. He im- 
mediately started for that place on a 
special train, and upon careful exam- 
ination pronounces Robinson's condi 
tion as extremely critical. The man is 
totally deaf, and has been the victim 
of a similar accident before, though 
his injuries wore not nearly so severe.

of personal erperimentii. What waa at 
first an experiment simply is now a de- 
monstrated fact, reference being rnajle 
to prown children with only partial 
hearing. The next clans was made up 
of the smaller semi deaf children. The 
experiments consisted in speaking 
vowel soands in a loud tone of voice, 
then words and sentences, iho children 
using the audijihond throughout. At 
the beginning they did not recognize 
sounds as such, but as a confused noise. 
They had heard, but it was in a dor- 
mant, a useless state. They were un- 
able to distingnish the diflference in 
sounds. These children received a drill 
from h.alf to three-fourths of an hour 
daily for a period of about three 
months. At the end of that time they 
h:i'l a fair vocabulary of words which 
they would recognize singly or in sen- 
tenco connection readily. They were 
learned also daring this time to keep 
Btep to music, and this was no small 
item in determining the value of the ex- 
periment. These two classes represent- 
ed nearly every condition of pupil 
which wo had or would likely have, as 
to age, cause •f deafness, int<;llectual 
ability, etc. The results thus obtain- 
ed were accepted as proof that this 
dormant sense could be aroused, de 
veloped and utilized in the education 
of this class of children. With this 
idea in view, the class of 1882 was the 
same as in the experimental classes, 
carrie<l ont more fully. The manual 
alphabet and sign language were not 
use*], at least rarely. Instruction was 
gftnerally ol>' inres, ac- 

tion work, (5S, and 

sue)) methods an are piatical in the 
common schools, were used. At the 
close of the school year these children

Upon the first, Supcrinttndent Pratt 
of Ohio desired information as to the 
better system — one or more main 
institutions, or a series of small insti- 
tutions for primary instruction. 
President Mott thought the question 
should be left to the legislatures en- 
tirely. Prof. Bell favored the isolation 
of pupils OS much as practicable; tlial 
is, the least imml)cr of pupils in in- 
dividual schools, and wider association 
of hearing children with non speak- 
ing. 

Sufierinlendent Pratt— Shiill we 
have more tiian one institution, or 
keep large schools, like that of Ohio, 
under control of one board of trus- 
tees ? 

•Superintendent Maclntyre, of Penn- 
sylvania, thought schools of 250 
pupils were large enough, and separate 
(..cliools should be provided. The Il- 
linois institution, which is the largest 
in the world, had been sncxiessful un- 
der the exceptionally efficient man- 
agement, but small schools were 

best. 

Secretary Crouter briefly favored 
small schools, and the the conference 
took a recess until 2:30 o'clock. 

AFTBRNOON SrSSIOU- 

The afternoon session was taken up 
with the discu.Hsion of the several 
questions submitted to the conference 
through its secretary. Continuing the 
diiicussion of the best plan for addi- 
tional buildings for the deaf and dumb. 
Prof. Hammond strongly favored the 
the cottage plan for all large schools, 
maintaining that as many oh sixty pu- 
pils can thus be managed in one insti- 
tution. The separation of pupils, 
with respect to their ages, which the 
cottage plan makes possible, he also 
connidered desirable. He thought no 
rujre caravansaries should bo erected, 
disapproved of a school building more 
than two stories high. 

The next question, " How far should 
deaf mute teachers be employed in 
our institutions?" was answered at 
some length by Dr. Gillot of Illinois, 
who held that though it was unques- 
tionably a misfortune to be deaf, us it 
was to be blind, or lime, yet in spite 
of this defect some of tlie best teach 
ers he ha<l ever known were what we 
call deaf mutes. The feasibility of em 
ploying them should be decided wholly 
by the quality of the work they per 
form. They can have on part directly 
in the local instructions, but their 
employment in the manual classes 
works no disadvantage to the large 
proportion of those who have no sense 
of hearing. He maintained that su 
peri ntendents could not hold a contrary 
opinion without disparaging their own 
work. He was of the opinion the pro- 
portion of deaf mut.e teachers in an 
institution should never exceed half 
the for (56. 

Dr. E. M. (iailaudet has observed 
that deaf mute teachers are sharp 
critics and possess the merit of deep 
interc-jt in their work, snd he main- 
tained that so long as a large projior- 
tion of the pupils may not receive in 
struction orally, there will remaiu a 
demand for mute teociiers. 

Mr. Pratt thought one objection 
held against them, namely, that they 
were unable, by reason of their deaf 
ness to readily detect certain faults, 
such as dragging the feet in walking, 
which are common to the deaf. It 
was a mistake, he argued, not to give 
the deaf every advantage to be derived 
from the instructive aio of critcising 
teachers. 

SEPAKATIOK OF THE SKXES. 

The conference next considered 
whether it is desirable to separate the 
sexes in the school room, dining room, 
etc. The universal verdict was against 
such separation. Prof. Crouter, of 
Pennsylvania, said the isolation of the 
sexes has hitherto been strictly en- 
for'jed in their institution, with the 
eflect of increasing the cases of disci 
pline. and that they had decided to 
abolish it. In most institutions girls 
and boys mingle freely, with admirable 
resnits.

LACK OK BNIFOBMITY. 

Pratt, of the Ohio Institution 



followed Dr. Gillett and spoke at .some 
length on the corruptions that were 
creeping in and the lack of uniformity 
in using signs, and hoped it might be 
corrected. He felt that moral instruc- 
tion that did not reach the heart was 
worse than useless, and advocited vo- 
luntary religious instruction. Mr. II. 
C. Hammond of Iowa staled that in 
his institution he is in the habit of in- 
viting clergymen to address his Sun- 
day school ; that the exercises are ge- 
neral and conducted by the Superin- 
teiidont Teachers take their classes 
to their own rooms, and his teachers 
realized that upon them dep'-nded the 
religiotis inslruction of the pupils. 
He held Sunday evening prayer meet- 
ings that were productive of good re- 
sults. He also expressed his belief 
that the Sunday school work had a 
good eflfect upon tho children during 

Mr. J. U. Dobyns, of Mississippi, 
then took the floor, and stated that he 
had two institutions under his care, 
ofie for the white and one for the col^ 
ored, and that he felt the responsibili- 
ty more and more in this religious 
work when he thought of the colored 
people, who are so ignorant and su- 
perstitious. The discussion was then 
brought to a close.
